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MALENKOV’S DECLARATION 


Russia Has No Desire 


To Isolate U.S. 


UNITY WITH COMMUNIST 
CHINA EMPHASISED 


Moscow, Apr. 26. 


Mr Georgi Malenkov, the Soviet Prime Minister, declared in a sur- 
prise speech here today that the cornerstones of European security were 
the Anglo-Soviet pact of 1942 and the Franco-Soviet pact of 1944. 

They were sealed with the blood of the best sons of the Russian, 
British and French people, he declared. 

‘Speaking to the Council of Nationalities, one of the Supreme 
Soviet’s two chambers, he said the organisers of the European Defence 
Pact were determined to undermine the real meaning of the Soviet pacts 
with Britain and France. 

“Surely it is pure hypocrisy to say that EDC is founded on peace- 


ful and not aggressive aims,” he stated. 
“We do not want to isolate the Un 


ited States from Europe,” he declared. 


“We sce no obstacle in the way of the United States signing a collective security 
pact for Europe and in its turn the Soviet Government has already announced its 
readiness to talk about joining the North Atlantic Treaty Organisation under simi- 


lar conditions.”

Mr Mulenkov warned that 
oKgressive use of atomic 
weapons would “lead inescapadly 
to the downfall of the capitalist 
social system.” 

The speech, made shortly be- 

fo.e th: Foreign Ministers’ con- 
ference opencd at Geneva, 
came without warning and 
there were = few Western 
diplomats in the gallery to 
hear him. 
“It is clear to everyone that 
is impossible to achieve a 
further lessening of internation. 
al tension if a normalisation of 
relatlona between the — great 
powers is not secured,” Mr 
Malenkov sald, 


“The Soviet Government 
stood und stands on the condi- 
tlons thot the capitalist and So- 
clalist systems may fully and 
peacefully co-exist and 
economically co-operate between 
themselves,” he declared, 


AGGRESSION’S PRICE 


"But if aggressive 
relying on atomic weapons 
should decide senselessly that 
they wish to test the stremgth 
and power of the Sovict Union, 
then there is no doubt that the 
aggressor would be crushed by 
his own weapons and that any 
such adventure would lead In- 
escapably to the downfall of tho 
capitalist social system.” 

The price of aggression could 
be scen from the lessons of 
history, he added, 

His specch contained no new 
proposals but was considered 
significant in view of the opening 
of the Geneva conference and 
because the Soviet Communist 
Party Secretary, Nildta 
Kruschev, also chase today to 
deliver a major declaration 
before the Supreme soviet. 

Kruschev attacked Unite 
States policy as aggressive and 
declared: “If anybody thinks 
Uke Hitler thought that we are 
weak, we will show them like 
Hitler just how weak we are, 

“a¢ the imperialists are think- 
ing of attacking us we will teach 
them a lesson just as we taught 
Hitler.” 

Despite current pre-occupation 
here with the _ natlon-wide 
agriculture drive, Mr M 
devoted the maln 
speech to Sovict industry.

The commission 
sald he had accepted £2,000 from 
a contractor, and must have 
known the money was given to 
him to influence aim in gis 
aMcial duties, 


The commission report cleared 
the Gold Coast Premier, Dr 
Kwame Nkrumah, of allegations 
of acceptance of bribes or im- 
proper conduct in connection 
with four Government contracts. 
“In cach case, we find that there 
was no justification for the 
allegation,” it stated, 


Two Minlsterial Secretaries, 
Mr Choje Djan ond Mr Attah 
Mensah, were cach sentenced to 
two years’ imprisonment on 


February 9 for accepting bribes 
from contractors. 


The report sald money had 
been paid to Government 
officials by Mr Eddie E. Chap- 
man, a wartime espionage agent 
who was recently employed in 
the Gold Coast representing 
a European firm—China Mail 
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They are abo expected to 
make up thelr minds about the 
Indian Premler Mr Nehru’s five- 
point plan for a cease-fire and 
peace settlement In Indo-Chini 
which tho Indian Prime Minjs- 
ter outlined to the Indlan Lower 
House on Saturday.

WHY DOES HOLIDAY 


TIME 


HY did the time fly so 

quickly over the week- 
end? Why does time : drag 
when we are young, so that 
a school term seems an 
eternity, while the years 
flash by when we are older? 


Scientists who are puzzling 
out answers to these questions 
ere satisfied that somewhere 
in the human body there ts an 
Intricate timekecping 
mechanism. If this body-clock 
starts gaining, time scems to 
drag. If it runs slow, time 

Direct evidence for this 
belief cames from tests on 
le chosen decause their 
judgment of how long a_ second 
really is was normally. ac- 
curate, 

While these poople sat in a 
“hot-box” “which raised their 
body temperature by several 
degrees they tapped out what 
they believed to be seconds 
on a Morse key. 

The rise in body temperature 
somehow specded up the: body 
clock so that the “seconds” 
which they tapped out were 
much shorter than: actual 
seccnds. The scientista calcu- 
lated that ff it had been 
possible to raise the body tem- 
perature by 10 degrees Centi- 
grade the sense of time would 
have been changed — 20 much 
that one hour would. have 
sermed almost cs long as three.

South counts IL tricks in top 
cards and shoukl not rely on a 
3-3 diamond break for his 12th 
trick, He should duck an early 
spude tick in order to prepare 
for Ww squeeze. 

For example, South refuses 
the frst trick. If spades are 
continued (as good a defence 
as any), South takes the ace. 
Declurer leads a diamond — to 
the queen, discards a heart on 
the king of spades, and takes 
the ace and king of diamonds.

There is 
usually a lapse of from two 
to almost four weeks 
between exposure and the 
appearance of symptoms #0 
that contacts become 
extremely difficult to trace.

The early symptoms of 
mumps consist of a feeling 
of illness usually with fever, 
sometimes with sniffles, and 
n awelling on one side of the 
fuce or both, in front of the 
ears. This swelling repre- 
sents an infected salivar’ 
gland, the parotid. In other 
instances, mumps may affect 
one or both of the other 
salivary glands, one of 
which is located under the 
chin and the other beneath 
the tongue. All these glands 
are in pairs and the infection 
may travel from one to the 
other making a series of 
short illnesses which can add 
up to considerable time. 


Eating Ditficult 


The common idea that mumps 
can be dingnosed from the 
effects of feeding pickles or 
other sour substances is not cor- 
rect, but it js truce that the 
swelling, pain, and discomfort 
which accompany mumps make 
cating Inconvenient, The child 
therefore may prefer milk, 
soups, frult julces, and other 
solt foods.

different. The physiclan may 
ulso prescribe heat or cold 
locally for comfort and may 
give medication if he thinks It 
desirable. 


Adult Attacks 


Mumps in adults or during 
adolescence Is quite a different 
story from the childhood discase. 
In the adult the attack jis more 
severe with higher fever and a 
greater fecling of gencral LU lness. 
There may also be complications 
which almost never occur in 
childhood. The most Important 
of these is infection of the sex 
glands and in girly and women 
the breasts. The involvement of 
the sex glands In the male may 
result In sterility. Women are 
less likely to be rendered sterile, 
but mumps infection of the 
ovaries may bring about painful, 
acute obdominal crises which 
may resemblo appendicitis, In- 
flammations of the breast are 
less common. 


Once in a long time mumps 
may Snfect the pancreas. When 
this happens there is severe, 
acute pain In the upper abdomen. 
This js an exceedingly rare com- 
plication, But the possibility of 
these complications makes modi- 
cal treatment a necessity in 
mumps. as 


Quarantine restrictions on 
mumps have been lifted by most 
health authorities until they 
constitute a dare minimum, 
usually a mere report of the 
case, Since there is’ no means 
of stopping the spread of an 

te. all that is required in 
most instances js that children 
manifesting vague 5s! of ill- 
ness during an outbreak of 
mumps should be kept at home 
for thelr own benefit,

for over six ycars, During that 
period the firm had been sell- 
ing Bulova watches which had 
been obtained from the Far 
East representative - of the 
Bulova Watch Co. Ho agreed 
that the Lee On Watch Com~ 
pany made a profit on the sale 
of these watches. 

Mr Patrick Yu, one of the

Witness: It is very hard to 
tell because prices vary from 
time to time.

Cheung had been charged with 
having murdered his wife on the 
evening of January 5 at her 
home at 77 Kam Shan Village 
with a triangular scraper. It 
was alleged in evidence that he 
had written ao confession ad~ 
mitting the crime on being 
arrested in Hongkong = on 
January 27, 

He previously admitted that 
he had written the statement 
but denied the part where he 
said he had stabbed his wife In a

Cheung had said in previous 
evidence that the last six Ilnes 
of the statement had been 
written after he had been told 
to by the police, 

his submission to the 
jury Mr Loseby, for the defenco, 
sald that he thought tho Police 
hed done their duty and had 
done nothing that could be 
challenged.
